He Got .Money. 

Washington, July 28. — Major Bnee 
It. Campbell, United Statee Army, told 
a House Investigating committee Fri- 
day that not a penny of tbe |6,600 
Idaced by him with a Wall street firm 
lor stock market trading lust year was 
received from the Bergdoll family. 

Flatly denying the cbarne by Mrs. 
Emma C. Bergdoll, I'biludelphla, that 
be had been paid |5,0itii to aid In ob- 
taining freedom for Grover c. IlergdoU 
her draft-dodging son, .Major Campbell 
declared that the sum sent to the 
brokers was his own money, hidden 
by his wife at her home since the 
early days of tbe war. 

The Major, called here without op- 
portunity to examine the charges 
against him, fInt declined to testify 
at this time as to the source of the 
funds. But pressed hard by tbe com- 
mittee, told of tbe liiddeti treasure, and 
a moment later related in detail how 
a $r,(iO Investineiil, placed with the late 
.Milton Voung, Lexington, Ky., before 
the war. grew to $6,000 by 1917. It 
was this same sum, he said, that was 
hidden away and later Shifted to Wall 
street and lost. 

Professing Ignorance as to how the 
Young Investment bad Increased 
Major Campbell said that It had been 
turned back to him by a man, still 
living, but whose name he declined at 
the moment to giva

Last week we had Saul's converslra. 
this week*we have a study ot his earlr 

ndnlBtry. 

The promptness with which he en- 
tered upon his work Is unuBUul. His 
liberal I'ducatloii and his life-long 
study of llu' Script iirt'B gave him bet- 
ter preparation than men usually have 
tor the work of the ministry when 
they are called. He was probably well 
advanced In the years of young man- 
hood. In the kingdom Qod always 
finds work for thoae who are prepared 
to do It The duty ot young people Is 
to prepare themselves tor a lite of 
service to Qod and humanity, and they 
are sure of being used. Ood leaves no 
iilli'rs. lie lias work for all. The great 
niovenicnt on loot for the promotion 
of clirlsllan education is frannlit with 
great possibilities. Hut Saul's (luall- 
lications were of no value to hlni un- 
til he was saved from sin and he be- 
came a follower ot Jesus Christ. And 
so It la with the young people who are 
preparing for life. All tbelr equip- 
ment will be practically useless with- 
out salvation. This the most Important 
part of life's preparation. The un- 
trained man who obtains salvation 
through the blood of Christ, may be 
liandlrnpped in n degree, hut he Is 
worth Infinitely inoro In the kiiiKiloni 
of f!od who lacks this, no matter how 
nnuh cMiurntlon and Biblical tralnUig 
he may have. 

We note that Saul's theme was 
"Christ" %hi8 Is the. topic of every 
really converted man. When Jesus 
comes Into the heart he will be also 
on the lips. Jesus has shown Saul his 
terrible error, and had pardoned his 
Bins and filled him with the Holy 
Ohost. and the most natural Ihliii; in 
the world was for liiui "lo ]iri;idi 
Christ." When men <ln not pre icli 
Christ as n savior It is coMciiisivc "Vl- 
dencc they are not saved. Saul's 
knowledge of the Old Testament now- 
fitted bim to prove to the Jews that 
Jesus was the Christ for whom the 
Jewish nation had long been waiting. 

In his argument to prove that Jesus 
was the Christ "he confounded the 
Jews." This brought down their op- 
position and to save his life he was 
compelled to leave Damascus. He re- 
tired into Arabia for three years, re- 
turnlnc to DamascuB. Thence he • et 
out for Jerusalem which he had not 
visited since he started for Damascus 
to persecute the Christians. It was 
here that he had 'made havoe of the 
churches," but now he comes to de- 
fend them. But the Jews would not 
hear him. To them he was a renegade, 
a traitor. So was agnin compelled to 
flee, and assisted and nuiilcd tiv ihe 
brethren he was sent to his home In 
Tarsus. How long he rcninincd there 
we do not know but the probability is 
It was several years. 

It requires Ume to sUhlllse a young 
Christian no matter how many years 
have gone over his head. Through 
these years of testing God was prepar- 
ing Saul for the great work of preach- 
ing the gospel to the heathen Gentiles. 
He w\'K tralninK for conflict. He would 
meet orposlHon especially among his 
own ppopU — the Jews, but he was to 
meet rulers, blinded by prejudlci- 
which would be a great test fif his 
faith. He must be seasoned to meet 
these obstacles Toung men who arc 
oalled ot God to the ministry will de 
well to take time to prepare for this 
great work. "A eall to preach is n 
call to prepare," and he is wise whr 
heods this feature of his call. But the 
young clergy need not wait till the 
hands of ordination have been placed 
on their lioails to preach Christ. Kverv 
convent>T man or wcjnian is authorized 
lo toll of His power to save from sin 
and thereby make the pretest argu- 
ment that can be made for His divin- 
ity, for "none can forgive sins but 
Ood."
